“ft was taking way too 
long for him to get down 
over those stairs,” she said, 


wiping away a tear or two. 

The Ville de Quebec left 
Halifax in July. The crew 
spent several months es¬ 
corting World Food Pro¬ 
gram supply ships off the 
coast of Somalia before re¬ 
suming their NATO duties. 

“That was a real mission 
for us and I’m very proud 
of that,” Fortin said. 

Snow began to fall as the 
ship docked yesterday af¬ 
ternoon and a military 
band played Christmas car¬ 


ols. It was a festive mo¬ 
ment — one families have 
been waiting nearly six 
months for. 

“I can’t wait for Santa,” 
said Paula Poulin who 
waited for her husband 
Petty Officer Marco Poulin. 
“Now that daddy is home, 
we’ll be all set.” 

Their arrival was only a 
day early, but Tammy 
Guibert said it meant all 
the world. 

“We’ve got a new grand¬ 
son and (my husband) has¬ 
n’t met him yet. We can’t 
wait,” she said. 

Their first grandchild 
was born 10 days after the 
ship set sail.

Loonie drinks 
now in past

Friday was last call for dol¬ 
lar drinks in Nova Scotia. 

From now on, the cheap¬ 
est drinks will cost you 
$2.50. It’s a move designed 
to curb the kind of drunken 
fighting that police com¬ 
plain is rampant downtown 
in the wee hours. 

“I’m the Grinch who stole 
Christmas for students,” 
joked Labour Minister Mark 
Parent, announcing the 
province’s decision. 

He said of bar owners sur¬ 
veyed, 69 per cent wanted a 
$2.50 minimum drink 
price. Even the ones who 
didn’t agree with the price 
wanted a higher minimum, 
Parent said. 

Calgaiy, Vancouver, Regi¬ 
na and Winnipeg have al¬ 
ready set minimum drink 
prices. 

Last Christmas Eve, a wild 
brawl outside the Dome led 
to 38 arrests and cost the 
dance bar its liquor licence. 
Authorities blamed dollar 
drinks for the fight, and the 
Dome was forced to give up 
the popular loonie promo¬ 
tion in order to get its li¬ 
cence back. 

Gaiy Muise, vice-president 


of operations at Grafton 
Connor Group, which owns 
the Dome, said Friday he’s 
not convinced eliminating 
dollar drinks will eradicate 
downtown violence. 

“If people want to get 
drunk, they’ll still do it. It 
doesn’t matter if drinks were 
$20, some people would still 
spend it,” Muise said. “It’s 
just a total lack of respect.” 

Perhaps proving his point, 
at 3:20 a.m. Saturday, police 
were called to a fight at the 
Dome where a 36-year-old 
man was punched and 
kicked repeatedly. A large 
crowd had formed outside 
the bar during the fight, but 
went away when police ar¬ 
rived. It all happened less 
than 24 hours after the 
cheap drinks were banned. 

Muise said business has 
suffered since the Dome was 
forced to stop offering the 
popular promotion. 

“The people who are going 
to be hit hardest are students 
on a fixed budget who still 
want to go out and have 
fun,” Muise said. “It’s going 
to take people out of bars 
and into partying on campus. 
That’s bad for the industry.” 

Halifax Regional Police 
Const. Jeff Carr said police 
are pleased with the deci¬ 
sion.

Declining economy means debt will only be paid down by $l. 2 M in 2009: Finance minister

Nova Scotia will stay out 
of deficit this year, but 
that’s about the only posi¬ 
tive news that came out of 
Friday’s economic update. 

A promising first three- 
quarters of the year have 
been wiped out by the eco¬ 
nomic crash. Technically, 
Nova Scotia is set to have a 
surplus of $212 million. 

But after debt payments 
and capital spending, the 
debt will only be paid 
down by $1.2 million. 

Things look even worse 
for next year. By law, the 
government cannot run a 
deficit, but declining GDP, 
plummeting exports and 
job losses will likely pre¬ 
vent the government from 
paying down debt. 

“There’s not a lot of wig¬ 
gle room within the debt- 
management plan, ab¬ 
solutely,” Finance Minister 
Michael Baker said Friday. 

“We’re trying to be can¬ 
did with Nova Scotians

that there is significant op¬ 
portunity for things to get 
worse in the first quarter 
of 2009. I think that’s a 
pretty realistic picture.” 

Things could have been 
a lot worse. The crown 
share adjustment payment 
of $95 million last sum¬ 
mer, reduced government 
spending and low unem¬ 
ployment for most of the 
year helped cushion the 
blow on this year’s books. 

The GDP is expected to 
grow by 1.4 per cent, down 
from the previously pre¬ 
dicted 1.7 per cent. 

Because economic up¬ 
dates are only a snapshot 
in time, opposition leaders 


expressed worry the 
province could actually be 
worse off than the update 
suggests. 

“I’m very concerned 


about them (the numbers) 
because they don’t take in¬ 
to the fact that we had a 
one per cent decline in 
jobs in Nova Scotia in No¬ 


vember,” said Liberal 
Leader Stephen McNeil. 

“This is a $1.2-million 
cushion on an $ 8-billion 
budget. For all intents and 


purposes, this government 
is in deficit now, when you 
look at all the difficult eco¬ 
nomic indicators that are 
not included here.”

City universities receive 
$iM in federal funding 


post-secondary Agricul¬ 
ture, environment, health 
and energy projects at 
three Halifax universities 
and the Nova Scotia Agri¬ 
cultural College in Truro 
have received $1 million in 
federal funding.

The money will go to¬ 
ward labs and equipment 
for 10 projects in Nova Sco¬ 
tia. Dalhousie got $632,000 
for ear and auditory imag¬ 
ing equipment, for re¬ 
search on intestinal in¬ 
flammation and other 
projects. Mount St. Vincent 
got more than $100,000 for 


molecular research, and 
another $30,000 for lan¬ 
guage and reading re¬ 
search.

Ask Darrell Dexter how 
we’ll look back at 2008 and 
he doesn’t hesitate. 

“I don’t think there’s any 
question that the last quar¬ 
ter of 2008 will undoubted¬ 
ly be how it is remem¬ 
bered,” says the NDP leader. 

“All of these pieces of 
dire economic news are al¬ 
most beyond what most 
people could imagine hap¬ 
pening. So 2008, I think, 
will be remembered as the 
time when the world eco¬ 
nomic structure was shak¬ 
en almost to its very core.” 


Dexter says we can’t 
hide our heads in the sand, 
and thinks there are op¬ 
portunities even in reces¬ 
sion. With many industries 
looking to move out of less 
expensive centres, Dexter 
thinks Nova Scotia is ideal¬ 
ly positioned to take ad¬ 
vantage. 

When talking about No¬ 
va Scotia in 2009, a spring 
election is bound to come 
up. No one is saying it’s in¬ 
evitable yet, but Dexter 
does say all three parties 
are gearing up. 

He says the MacDonald 
government has done 
some things right, like 
working out the crown 
share payment from the 


federal government and 
improving the home-heat¬ 
ing assistance program. 

But he said the govern¬ 
ment spent most of 2008 in 
turmoil, dealing with issues 
like buying child-sized 
ATVs, cancellations of sur¬ 
geries, taxes on electricity 
and cars trapped overnight 
on the Cobequid pass. 

“The government kind 
of careened from one fias¬ 
co to the next,” said Dex¬ 
ter. “This is the seminal 
question that will hang 
over everything for the 
next several months: Is 
this a government that’s 
lost touch with the people 
and do they deserve to be 
re-elected?”

MacDonald’s campaign 
manager, Judi Girioux, who 
delivered the message, said 
he had left town for the 
weekend with his family to 
get away from the threats 
and he would not be making 
any additional comments. 

Fage, reached for com¬ 
ment Saturday, said he is ab¬ 
solutely appalled someone 
would make threats against 
MacDonald. 


“It’s an absolute shame 
that someone would do 
this,” Fage said. “I would nev¬ 
er do anything like that or 
condone anyone from doing 
something like that. It’s not 
right and no one should be 
doing it.” 

Fage said if someone is 
writing threatening letters 
or making phone calls they 
should think about what 
they’re doing and “cease and

Holidays not joyful for everyone 


Added stress can compound difficulties for people battling depression, anxiety

The high-energy 
Christmas carols and TV 
ads tell us the upcoming 
holidays are a time to be 
merry, but for anxious or 
depressed people the 
pressure to be joyous can 
compound — not alleviate 
— their feelings. 

Arto Tienaho said he suf¬ 
fered throughout much of 
his life from anxiety and 
depression — two different 
disorders that are often di¬ 
agnosed together. 

“(During the holidays,) 
there’s a sort of pressure 
that you’re supposed to 
have ftm, and if you’re not, 
it exacerbates the condi¬ 
tion,” he said.

Many options for dehumidifiers 


Clean Break 



Do dehumidifiers use up 
a lot of energy and mon¬ 
ey? Are there any other 
environmental implica¬ 
tions? 

A dehumidifier takes 
extra moisture out of the 
air. Excessive moisture in 
the air can create a cli¬ 
mate for mould growth, 
dust mites and wood rot. 
This can lead to an in¬ 
crease in allergies and 
property damage. If the 
air is too humid, you will 
see and smell mould. 

If you want to be more 
exact, you can use a hy¬ 
grometer, which measures 
the relative humidity. They 
cost around $25 to $35 and 
are available at hardware, 
department and specialty 


stores. Most sources cite 
between 30 and 50 per 
cent relative humidity as a 
preferred level of moisture 
for indoor air. 

Problem areas often in¬ 
clude the basement, as wa¬ 
ter can leak through 
cracks and the bathroom 
and kitchen where water is 
being heated. 

How can you reduce hu¬ 
midity? Try to deal with 
the root problem. This 
could mean fixing or in¬ 
stalling exhaust fans in 
kitchens and bathrooms 
and fixing roof and base¬ 
ment leaks. 

You can also reduce wa¬ 
ter vapour in the air by tak¬ 
ing shorter showers and 
smaller baths with cooler 
water; managing air flow 
in the house by opening 
and closing doors; and us¬ 
ing lids while cooking. 

When buying, match the 
right size and type of dehu¬ 
midifier for the job at 
hand. Some draw humid 
air over cold coils, creating 
condensation, and then

they then exhaust warm 
air. 

Others use a chemical as 
a drying agent, and still 
others reduce humidity to 
a set level. That type does¬ 
n’t re-circulate warm air, 
although it normally uses 
less energy to run. 

There are different unit 
sizes that draw out more 
water per day than others. 
Some units are designed 
specifically for crawl- 
spaces, or to be moved 
around. 

When you’re buying, al¬ 
so think about noise lev¬ 
els, self-draining features, 
and energy efficiency. 


From an energy perspec¬ 
tive pick the right size for 
the job, the best efficiency 
factor (number of litres re¬ 
moved per kWh), and 
clean it for good perform¬ 
ance. 

Depending on the mod¬ 
el, dehumidifiers can use 
up 800 kWh per year with 
an operating cost of about 
$80. 

Energy Star-rated dehu¬ 
midifiers will be more effi¬ 
cient (between 10 and 20 
per cent) than non-Energy 
Star models. 

Check out Office of Ener¬ 
gy Efficiency’s Energy Star 
site to do online compari¬ 
son of units and receive ad¬ 
vice on right sizing.

And yet when eveiy other 
countiy in the G20 and 
eveiy economist worth their 
salt is saying the days of ty¬ 
ing our wagon to the private 
sector is over, at least until 


regulatoiy systems are tight¬ 
ened considerably, it ap¬ 
pears to be business as usual 
for the government of Nova 
Scotia.

The two leading 
candidates to become 
Israel’s next prime minis¬ 
ter vowed yesterday to 
topple Hamas’ 
government in the Gaza 
Strip, ratcheting up 
tensions after a six-month- 
old ceasefire ended in vio¬ 
lence. 

The threats by Foreign 
Minister Tzipi Livni and 
right-wing Likud party 
leader Benjamin Ne¬ 
tanyahu followed a cabinet 
meeting in which outgoing 
Prime Minister Ehud 
Olmert cautioned against 
rushing into a large-scale 
operation in the Hamas- 
ruled enclave in response 


to escalating rocket fire by 
militants. 

Such an operation could 
result in heavy casualties 
on both sides, fuel a major 
humanitarian crisis in the 
aid-dependent Gaza Strip 
and spark an international 
outcry against Israel. 

If elected premier in a 
Feb 10 election, Livni, who 


heads the centrist Kadima 
party, said her govern¬ 
ment’s “strategic objec¬ 
tive” would be to “topple 
the Hamas regime” using 
military, economic and 
diplomatic means. She did 
not set a timetable. 

Netanyahu, Livni’s main 
rival for the premiership, 
called for a more “active 


policy of attack,” accusing 
the current government of 
being too “passive.” 

“In the long term, we 
will have to topple the 
Hamas regime. In the short 
term ... there are a wide 
range of possibilities, from 
doing nothing to doing 
everything, meaning to 
conquer Gaza,” Netanyahu 
said. 

Palestinian militants 
have fired nearly 60 
makeshift rockets and 
mortar shells at Israel 
since the Egyptian-bro¬ 
kered ceasefire with 
Hamas ended on Friday, 
the Israeli army said.

Stock market offers 
some holiday steals 


Investors could do their 
holiday shopping on Wall 
Street this week as 
bargain-basement prices 
for stocks and optimism 
over efforts to fight the 
year-long recession may 
prompt a year-end rally. 

But not even a Santa 
Claus rally to end the year 
can rescue 2008 from go¬ 
ing into the books as the 
worst for stocks since the 
Great Depression, thanks 
to the housing market 
slump, credit crisis and, fi¬ 
nally, recession. 

With just seven trading 
days left, the benchmark 
S&P 500 index is down 39.5 
per cent for the year, on 
pace perhaps to match 
Wall Street’s second-worst 
year ever, 1937, when the 
S&P also plummeted near¬ 
ly 39 per cent. 

That said, the slump in 
stocks has left them rela-

tively cheap. And analysts 
are now more optimistic 
that unconventional reces¬ 
sion-fighting efforts such 
as the Federal Reserve’s big 
interest-rate cuts may soon 
gain traction. 

“You’re getting a lot of 
people picking through 
the wreckage of this year 
and doing some selective 
buying,” said Paul Nolte, 
director of investments at 
Hinsdale Associates.

Home resale prices rise: 

The Nova Scotia residential MLS 
resale housing market defied na¬ 
tional trends in November by post¬ 
ing a slight increase in the average 
residential price to $185,020, while 
the national average dropped 9.8 
per cent. But sales in value and vol¬ 
ume fell, down 32 per cent to 
$106.9 million on 632 properties 
sold, a decline of 34 per cent, from 
the same period in 2007. 

Economic outlook clouded: 

Outlook for the economies in At¬ 
lantic Canada remain clouded by 
the global economic downturn, 
with adverse impacts on key com¬ 
modity exports, capital projects, 
offshore oil production and 
tourism, according to the latest 
provincial forecast released by RBC. 

Price increases slowing: 

Consumer price increases slowed to 
2.0 per cent in the 12 months to 
November 2008, down from the 2.6 
per cent and 3.4 per cent increases 
recorded in October and Septem¬ 
ber respectively. StatsCan says the 
slowdown in November was due 
primarily to gasoline prices, which 
offset increases for food and shelter.

A class at Oklahoma State 
University is working with 
the World Wildlife Fund 
(WWF) and spearheading a 
campaign around Earth Hour 
to raise awareness for energy 
conservation. The students 
shared some of their tips 
with Metro. 

I Use your ceiling 
fans, even in the 
winter. By reversing 
the fan blades to create an 
updraft (recirculating the 
hottest air near the ceiling 
through the rest of the 
room), you can save 10 per 
cent on heating in the win¬ 
ter. Heating costs for the 
winter in 2007 were $928 
US on average. Saving 10 
per cent on heating costs 
translates to $92.80, with a 
new cost of $835.20. 



2 Make the switch to 
fluorescent light 
bulbs. If you use a 
75-watt soft white normal 


bulb, you would get 121 
hours of light for $1. An 18- 
watt fluorescent light bulb 
will net you 505 hours of 
light for $1. For the average 


household using 600 kilo¬ 
watt-hours of electricity 
per month, roughly 10 per 
cent of that electricity is 
lighting. With 60 kWh 


spent on light bulbs, 75- 
watt normal bulbs are cost¬ 
ing you $4.50/month and 
18-watt fluorescent bulbs 
only cost you $ 1.08/month, 
for a savings of 
$3.42/month. 

3 | Save on drinking wa- 
f ter — buy a water fil- 
y ter. Each person 
cs roughly 115 litres of 
bottled water per year. One 
case of 24 half-litre bottles 
of water costs an average of 
$7 US. At 115 litres per per¬ 
son, that’s almost 10 cases 
of water!

Fifty years sounds like a 
long time. To Willie 
Evans, it seems like 
yesterday. 

The 1958 University of 
Buffalo Bulls football team 
went 8-1 and for the first 
time, received a coveted 
NCAA bowl invite. The 
Tangerine Bowl was an Or¬ 
lando, Fla. fixture back 
then. But there were other 
fixtures in the U.S. south, 
and the leaseholders of 
the game told Buffalo that 
the team would only be 
welcome if they came 
without their two black 
players — running back 
Evans and defensive end 
Mike Wilson. 

“The fellows I played 
with did a remarkable job 
of drawing a line in the 
sand,” Evans recounted 
last week. 

That line in the sand 
was opting not to go. The 
coach left it up to the team 
to decide, and they unani¬ 
mously rejected the invite. 

“I wasn’t surprised,” said 
Evans. “But for the players 
to do what they did was re¬ 
markable.” 


Half a century later, the 
world has changed, sport- 
wise and socially. A third 
NCAA bowl game will be 
played in Toronto on Jan. 3 
and an African American 
will be sworn in as presi¬ 
dent of the United States 
17 days later. 

This year’s UB Bulls 
went 8-5, stunning Ball 
State in the Mid-American 
Conference title game to 
earn the International 
Bowl bid at the Rogers 
Centre. Having rejected 
the invite in 1958, it will 
be their first bowl appear¬ 
ance ever, facing the Uni¬ 
versity of Connecticut. 

Before the game, Evans 


and members of that gold¬ 
en anniversary team will 
be honoured. 

“The word I would use is 
‘ecstatic,’” said UB athletic 
director Warde Manuel. 
“I’m excited for the ’58 
team, that they’re going to 
have a bowl experience.” 

Evans meanwhile, who 
has spent 36 years with 
the school’s alumni associ¬ 
ation, wants the focus on 
today’s players. 

“The tributes should be 
made to the current,” said 
Evans.

Toronto-born producer 
Andrew Gunn has 
managed to carve a nice 
little niche for himself in 
Hollywood. 

He founded Gunn Films 
with Walt Disney Studios 
in 2000 and has made a ca¬ 
reer out of producing live 
action family films like 
Sky High and Freaky Fri¬ 
day that appeal to a wider 
audience than most pre¬ 
school centric Disney fare. 

His latest project brings 
Adam Sandler to Disney 
for Bedtime Stories, in 
which Sandler plays a man 
who invents fantasy sto¬ 
ries for his niece and 
nephew only to see some 
elements of the stories 
come to life.

“Everybody 
thought that Adam could 
be great so we sent (the 
script) to him and were 
surprised to find out that 
he was into it. I think now 
that he’s a dad he wanted 
to do something for his 
kids.” 

Of course once Sandler 
came on board he immedi¬ 
ately went out of his way 
to make the movie his 
own. 

“Adam brought in 
[screenwriter] Tim Hirlihy 
who he’s known since the 
old days at SNL and they 
did a couple passes on the 
script,” said Gunn. “It was 
Adam and Tim who 
thought to make each sto¬ 
ry different and set one in 


Rome, one in the wild 
west, one in outerspace 
and that sort of thing. 


There are actor/producers 
who aren’t normally that 
involved, but Adam is inti¬ 


mately involved in every 
aspect of the movie from 
the casting to the music. 
He knows what he does 
very well and at a certain 
point you just have to trust 
in him and let him work.” 

The result is a film that 
plays to children, but also 
has Sandler distinct 
comedic tone and a variety 
of his regular cast mem¬ 
bers. One surprising cast¬ 
ing choice came in the 
form of controversial co¬ 
median Russell Brand, 
who fit into the family 
film quite well. 

“Russell has the ability 
to even take a line without 
a joke in it and make it 
funny. There’s nothing 
funnier than seeing him 
next to two nine year old 
kids. There’s something 
very wrong with that pic¬ 
ture.”

Australia director defends movie 


Baz Luhrmann’s Australia 
may be doing some 
middling U.S. box office, 
earning about $39 million 
US since it opened Thanks¬ 
giving weekend, but the 
director is unrepentant as 
the movie nears its first 
month of release 
stateside. 

In one of his first inter¬ 
views since the movie 
opened, he spoke out 
against Australia's critics 
and those he feels call him 
the “black hole of cine¬ 
ma.” He also said he will 
move quickly on his next 
project, an adaptation of 
The Great Gatsby, which 
he described as a perfect 
parable for economic disas¬ 
ter. 

“A lot of reviewers like 
Australia. And we’re mak¬ 
ing people cry; I know be¬ 
cause they write to us,” he 
told the Hollywood Re¬ 
porter during an interview 
at the Four Seasons Hotel. 
“But there are those that 
don’t get it. A lot of the 
film scientists don't get it. 
And it’s not just that that 
they don't get it, but they 
hate it and they hate me, 
and they think I’m the 
black hole of cinema. They 
say, ‘He shouldn’t have 
made it, and he should 
die.’”

Asked why he thought 
the reactions were so pas¬ 
sionate, he replied: “I 
know what it’s about.” 

The movie’s detractors, 
he said, were used to 
movies that were neatly 
defined. 

“This is not (simply) a ro¬ 
mantic comedy for 40-year- 
old women or action 
movies for 17-year-old 
boys, and that’s not OK 
with some people. It’s not 
OK for people to come eat 
at the same table of cine¬ 
ma. But you look at movies 
like Gone With the Wind 
and Old Hollywood clas¬ 
sics, and they don’t fit in 
any box. Corny Hollywood 
movies from the ’40s freak 
out (the film scientists),” 
he added. 

Luhrmann struck a tone 
that was as unyielding as

many of the creative choic¬ 
es in his movies, but was 
also occasionally concilia¬ 
tory. “I’m not whining, be¬ 
cause when you do what I 
do, you expect to be cov¬ 
ered in mud. But there 
seems to be a lot of misin¬ 
formation.” 

Among those pieces of 
misinformation is box of¬ 
fice, he said; Luhrmann 
noted that Moulin Rouge 
has been on a similar pace 
as his latest epic, and that 
sticking it out for the long 
haul was not an uncom¬ 
mon experience for him. 

“I’m used to the waves 
crashing around me. And 
what I do is stick to a crag¬ 
gy rock as they keep com¬ 
ing. And if you stick to it 
long enough someone else 
will stick to it, too, and 
then someone else and 
then someone else.”

French judge gives OK to Les Miserables sequals 


lawsuit Modern-day se¬ 
quels to Victor Hugo’s clas¬ 
sic Les Miserables have 
been allowed after a French 
court threw out a suit from 
the 19th centuiy master’s 
descendants, a lawyer for 
publishers Plon said on Fri¬ 
day. 

After a years-long legal 


battle, the Paris appeals 
court ruled in favor of Plon, 
publishers of two novels 
based on Les Miserables by 
a modern-day author 
named Francois Ceresa, 
Plon’s lawyer Paul Lombard 
said. 

“The court has dismissed 
the suit from the descen¬ 


dants of Victor Hugo and 
ordered them to pay 10,000 
euros ($13,960 US) in dam¬ 
ages and interest,” he told 
Reuters. 

The ruling by the appeals 
court in Paris follows a 
claim by Pierre Hugo and 
other descendants against 
Plon and Ceresa. reuters

Warner Music pulls videos from YouTube 



Warner Music Group 
ordered YouTube on Satur¬ 
day to remove all music 
videos by its artists from 
the popular online video¬ 
sharing site after contract 
negotiations broke down. 

The order could affect 
hundreds of thousands of 
videos clips, as it covers 
Warner Music’s recorded 
artists as well as the rights 
for songs published by its 
Warner/Chappell unit, 
which includes many 
artists not signed to Warn¬ 
er Music record labels. 

The talks fell apart early 
Saturday because Warner 
wants a bigger share of the 
huge revenue potential of 
YouTube’s massive visitor 
traffic. There were no re¬ 
ports on what Warner was 
seeking. 

“We simply cannot ac¬ 
cept terms that fail to ap¬ 
propriately and fairly com¬ 
pensate recording artists, 
songwriters, labels and 
publishers for the value 
they provide,” Warner said 
in a statement. 

YouTube is hugely popu¬ 
lar, with more than 100 
million viewers in the 
United States alone in Oc¬ 
tober, according to com- 
Score, a Web audience 
measurement firm. 

Warner Music, home to

artists including Red Hot 
Chili Peppers and rapper 
T.I., was the first major me¬ 
dia company to negotiate a 
deal with YouTube in 2006. 
Its executives believe that 
deal gave the site legitima¬ 
cy in the eyes of search gi¬ 
ant Google Inc which 


bought it soon after for 
$1.65 billion. 

As part of the original 
2006 negotiation, Warner, 
Universal Music and Sony 
Music all took small stakes 
in YouTube pre-acquisition 
and profited when the 
Google acquisition closed. 

The music companies 
typically get paid a share of 
any advertising revenue as¬ 
sociated with the video 
and a per-play payment for 
every video viewed. The 
per-play fee is usually a 
fraction of a penny and 
with millions visiting 
YouTube everyday it was 
all expected to add up to a 
substantial amount. 

But a source familiar 
with Warner Music’s talks 
said the amounts it has 
been receiving were “stag¬ 
geringly low.” REUTERS

Flank Steak with 
Balsamic Sauce 

INGREDIENTS: 

1/3 cup (75 mL) orange juice 
1/4 cup (50 mL) balsamic vine¬ 
gar 

1 tsp (5 mL) Worcestershire 
sauce 

1 tbsp (15 mL) chopped fresh 
thyme 

2 garlic cloves, minced 

1/2 tsp (2 mL) salt, or to taste 
Freshly ground black pepper to 
taste 

11/2 pounds (700 g) flank 
steak, trimmed 
2 tbsp (25 mL) finely chopped 
large shallot 

1 tsp (5 mL) olive oil 

2 tsp (10 mL) unsalted butter 

METHOD: 

1. In small bowl, whisk 
orange juice, vinegar, Worces¬ 
tershire sauce, thyme, garlic, 
salt and pepper. Place steak in 
a shallow glass dish, pour on 
orange juice mixture and 
turn to coat. Cover and refrig¬ 
erate for at least 2 hours, 
turning several times. 

2. Remove steak from 
marinade and pour marinade 
into small saucepan. Add shal¬ 
lot and set aside. Brush ridged 


grill pan or heavy skillet with 
oil and place over medium- 
high heat. Add steak to pan 
and, depending on thickness, 
cook for 6 to 7 minutes per 
side, or until it reaches the 
desired doneness. Transfer to 
cutting board and let stand 
for 5 minutes. 

3. Meanwhile, bring marinade 
to a boil over medium-high 
heat and cook until reduced 
to 1/3 cup (75 mL), 3 to 5 min¬ 
utes. Remove from heat, add 
butter and whisk until melt¬ 
ed. 

4. Slice steak thinly across 
grain. Add any accumulated 
juices on cutting board to 
sauce and serve with the 
steak. One serving is 3 oz (85 
g) steak and 1 tbsp (15 mL) 
sauce.
